location near the Ostbahnhef* From there Identity (1) walked 
to the rendesveus point and was met by the stranger in company 
of two other men. They were parked in a vehicle, the description 
and license number being recorded by Identity ( 2 ), who was able 
to observe clearly from a safe distance* At this second meeting 
this stranger asked Identity (1) more questions. In first 
reporting this incident to the undersigned, ^ stated that
